EXPLOSIONS ON OIL TANKER 
INJURE MAN 10 BLOCKS AWAY 


One of Crew Also Hurt by Blasts 
That Shake New York Harbor 
and Create Panic. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 11.—A series 
of explosions aboard the oil tank- 
er Agwisun, anchored in Butter- 
milk Channel off Brooklyn, to- 
night shook New York harbor. Two 
men were seriously injured and 
taken to a hospital. Fifteen men 
of szthe crew of 38 were aboard the 
vessel. Fourteen climbed hand 
over hand on a rope to a tug 30 
feet away before a second expio- 
sion came which twisted the steel 
plates of the fore part of the Agwi- 
sun apart. 

John Walters, a shipyard work- 
er, one of the men injured, was 
about 10 blocks away and suffered 
a fractured leg when thrown to the 
pavement by the force of the blast. 
'Windows were broken within a half 
mile radius. Hundreds of families 
in tenements along the water front 
fled from their homes. Tanks of 
the ship had been emptied of oil 
and were being cleaned prepara- 
tory to refueling. About an hour 
after the explosion the Agwisun 
sank.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — The 
26 states in the snow belt will savé 
millions of dollars this winter, if 
they keep the main arteries of ve- 
hicular travel open and clear of 
snow, says a statement by the 
American Automobile Association, 
of which the Automohile Club of 
Missouri is the local representa- 
tive. 

Basing its estimates on expansion 
of snow removal in former winters, 
the A. A. A. calculated that ap- 
proximately 116,000 miles of high- 
way in the nation would be 
free of snow this year. Last year, 
the total was 93,000 miles. The 
yearly increase is approximately 
26 per cent.

Sunday telling of the celebra- 

tion of the centennial of vaude- 
ville, has brought a flood of remi- 
niscences from the old-timers in 
the varieties. It is true, of course, 
that there is no ome among those 
present today who was in the 
neighborhood when P. T. Barnum, 
the world’s greatest showmag, 
broke into the business by way of 
the varieties but Bert Lytell, who 
was the headliner at the Orpheum 
last week——he is not such an old- 
timer, at that—had at his finger 
tips the story of Barnum’s start. 

It seems that less than 10 years 
after the first all-variety bill was 
given at the Lafavette Theater, in 
New York, in December, 1826. 
Barnum had ‘entered the field, in 
a humble way, in a tiny hall on 
Chatham street. His first exhibit 
consisted of Joice Heth, an ancient 
Negress who purported to be the 
property of Augustine Washington, 
father of George, and the first 
nurse of the future father of his 
country. There is every evidence 
that Barnum himself believed im- 
plicitly in Joice’s claims. 

At this time, {n 1835, Barnum 
and his wife were running a little 
boarding house in New York. One 
of their visitors, Coley Bartram of 
Redding, Conn., told Barnum that 
he had just disposed of his rights 
in the person of Joice Heth, who 
was then being exhibited in Phila- 
delphia, and he called Barnum’‘s 
attention to articles cancerning the 
woman in several Philadelphia pa- 
pers. The showman’s instinct was 
instantly aroused, and Barnum left 
for Philadelphia to see Joice.

WORKIN RECEIVERS 


Design Permits Them to Handle 
Greater Volume Without 
Distortion. 


P lers, not power producers, as 
many think. 

Of itself a power tube will not 
produce more volume than a non- 
power tube, Its design permits it to 
handle greater volume without dis- 
tortion. 


Most receiving sets are capable of 
delivering more volume to the last 
audio tube than can be handled 
without distortion by the usual 
types of amplifying tubes. This is 
where the power tube is needed— 
in the last audio stage only, where 
it can receive the volume developed 
in the earlier stages of the set and 
pass it on, amplified but undis- 
torted, to the loud speaker. 


The electrical characteristics of 
power tubes are quite different 
from those of the customary am- 
plifying tubes. Power tubes con- 
sume more B battery current and 
they require greater C battery volt- 
age. 


The wrong C battery voltage robs 
the power tube of its ability to 
handle greater volume without dis- 
tortion, resulting in operation lit- 
tle, if any, better than ordinary 
|tubes. In addition, if the C bat- 
‘tery voltage is too low the B cur- 
‘rent consumed by the tube is mullti- 
| plied many fold, which rapidly ex- 
hausts the B battery. Merely sub- 
stituting a power tube for some 
| other tube in the last audio stage 
|of a receiver will not bring about 
;any noticeable improvement in re-

| Install the battery so that all 
cells mre readily accessible for fill- 
ling and testing. That is, so any of 
the caps on tep of the battery can 
be removed with the least trouble. 
Keep the outside of the battery 


clean and dry. Wipe off any solu- 
tion or moisture with a cloth 
dampened with ammonia wa- 
ter. Keep the plates always 
covered with solution. Do this 
by regularly adding water (dis- 
tillled, if possible). Do not 
fill higher than just below the 
bottom of the filing tubes; in freez- 
ing temperatures, do not add water 
until ready to begin the charge. 
Never add new electrolyte or dilute 
acid, if some of the solution has 
heen apilled, without the advice of 
a battery service man. Never al- 
low metals or impurities of any 
kind to get into the cells. Except 
in emergencies, recharge the bat- 
tery before the voltage becomes 


too low for satisfactory operation 
of the receiver. 

Take readings regularly with a 
reHable hydrometer (at any time 
except just after adding water) 
and be guided by their indications 
as follows: (a) Reading less than 
1150 for the high-gravity battery 
and less than 1050 for the low 
gravity battery indicates a state 
of complete discharge. A bat- 
tery in such condition should 
be given a complete charge 
at once. (b) If the reading 
of one cell differs from the reading 
of the others by an appreciable 
amount it indicates loss of electro- 
tyte, wrongful addition of acids or 
some other trouble. Take the bat- 
tery to a Skilled service man for 
attention. If the battery is to stand 
idle for some time, it should first
